CLASS HISTORY 

The Seniors of 1949 have many treasured memories of happy, carefree school davs we 
have enjoyed. I, as Class Historian, desire that these school days be perpetuated for 
us; and I recall them here with that purpose in mind. 

It was on a bright September morning in 1937 that 16 of us boarded the school 
bus and came to school for the hrst time. Miss Covington took most of us “biddies” 
under her protecting wing while Mrs. Albright kindly sheltered the remainder of us. 
Our physical appearances have changed considerably, as we recall seeing the girls 
then with hair styles ranging from straight and bobbed to corkscrew curls, while the 
boys maintained the usual styles. 

When we were in the third grade a “Tom Thumb" wedding was given in which 
most of our class participated. Later we did many memorable things with our musical 
director, Mr. Irvin. We took part in a musical operetta in which we gave a gay Dutch 
dance. 

When we were in the eighth grade, Mrs. Hudson and Mrs. Nye were our teachers. 
Here we spent some happy days. Mrs. Hudson’s class made an educational tour of 
Charlotte, and we visited many interesting places. Mrs. Nye's class did equally as 
many interesting things— on the social side, we have vivid memories of a wonderful 
hayride. 

In 1945 we entered high school! Those days can never be forgotten. Some of the 
girls and boys became interested in basketball and made the team. Miss Crowell and 
Mr. Hamilton were our homeroom teachers, and well remember these classes very 
often as we go through life. 

Then almost at once we were Juniors! This year we worked to give a Junior-Senior 
Banquet. We sold magazines, cards, and scrap paper to make money, as well as pre- 
senting a play, “The Groom Said No.” We gave our banquet in the Gold Room at the 
Hotel Barringer on the twentieth of February, 1948. 

Jo Ann Watkins was the chief marshal, with Betty Griffin and Gwen Braswell as 
her assistants. Jane Eargle, Carolyn Herrin, Ann Holton, Alex Seeger, and Sue Bras- 
well also were marshals at the graduation exercises that year. 

We came back to school the next year with our eyes gleaming and our chests 
swelled— we were Seniors! Shortlv after our return to school, we received our beautiful 
class rings, and then we really felt good. One of our most coveted undertakings was 
the publication of a newspaper called The Forty-Niner. We gave a minstrel in January. 
Twenty-three of our class participated, and it was a huge success. On the 18th of 
February we were given a banquet by the Juniors at the El Morocco Supper Club. 
What a gala affair and long to be remembered! The Juniors were really good to us. 

Our school days have been wonderful years of work and play. We look forward 
hopefully to a future which will crown us with success. To all who have had a part 
in making these happy memories for us, we express our sincere thanks.
